In brief. the engineers declare 
that the canal would be 800 or 

re miles long in all probability, 

stead of 548 miles as the promo- 
fers figured it; that there would 
be eighty miles of tunnels instead 
of twenty-seven, the promoters’ es- 
timate. and that the cost would ex- 
ed greatly the estimate of $2990,- 
000,000. 

The canal project was placed 
before the Interior Department by 
G. W. Sturtevant and E. L. Stam 
last September. The engineers who 
made the adverse report are Spen- 
cer Cosby of the Army Engineer- 
ing Corps: W. Kelly. chief engi- 

r of the Federal Power Com- 
ission; EK. B. Debler. engineer of 
the Reclamation Bureau; Herman 
Stabler, chief of the land classi- 
fication branch, United States Geo- 
logical Survey; F. E. Weymouth, 
Chief engineer of the Reclamation 
Bureau, and Walter R. Young, also 
@ Reclamation Bureau engineer. 


ROUTE PROPOSED 

The proposed canal was to be- 
Gin at Spencer Canyon, with an in- 
take elevation of 2000 feet, thence 
over and through mountain ranges 
and across rivers to a point near 
Maricopa, where the elevation is 
1300 feet.

ON MALADY- 


Authorities Will Take 
Drastic Steps to Stamp Out 
Fresh Outbreak

SAN FRANCISCO, March 23.— 
Men, supplies and equipment are 
being rushed to Mariposa and 
Merced counties, and the slaugh- 
tering of cattle affected with the 
foot-and-mouth disease in that 
district was started today by au- 
thorities in a drastic effort to 
check a new outbreak of the mal- 


ady. 
The two counties are under 
strict quarantine, imposed by order 
of Gov. Richardson yesterday, 
after a fresh outbreak of the dis- 


ease Was reported a herd of 
cattle near Merced. 
Telegraphic appeals have been 


sent to State and Federal author- 
by officials in charge of 
the campaign against the disease 
in the State, asking additional 
men and supplies for combating 


the malady. 

According to Dr. Rudolph Sny- 
der of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, who is in 
charge of Oakland headquarters 
of the forces fighting the epidemic, 
several thousand head of cattle 
are believed to be infected with 
the disease in the two counties. 
Stock on the Bellview and La 
Poloma ranches are suffering from 
the infection, according to reports 
received at the Oakland headquar- 


ters.

Before I relate my adventures in 
the British open of 1922, I want 
to take the opportunity of an- 
swering a question which has often 
been put to me: “What was the 
best shot you ever played?” 

If I had received this query 
prior to the spring of 1921 I would 


have been forced to deliberate at 
some length on the matter. In 
the North and South champion- 
ship of that year, however, I made 
a shot, on the last hole of the 
first round, whigh I think was one 
of my best by long odds. 

I had hooked my drive badly and 
the ball found a terrible spot in 
which to hide. After looking at 
the wretched little pill, sand- 
wiched in between the underbrush 
of a thicket of pines and a couple 
of half-grown trees, I was halt 
sorry the ball was found at all. 
How to get out without losing more 
than a shot was the question that 
worried me, Surely it could not 
be done with a right-handed club. 
Only golfers who have visited the 
rough at Pinehurst can ever ap- 
preciate what good or bad luck 
can befall a golfer who strays from 
the straight and narrow path. 

I must thank Joe Kirkwood, the 
Australian wizard and trick shot 
expert, for a brilliant idea that 
flashed into my head. I had seen 
Joe turn his mashie-niblick upside 
down and play the club left-hand- 
ed.

Prince and Corps of Experts Going to Rumania for 
Inspection Before Agreement Made

FIELDS INSPECTED 

Two Japanese military and naval 
commissions have made a remark- 
ably complete inspection of the 
Rumanian oll fields within a few 
months, particularly some  pros- 
pective Bessarabian oll fields near 
the Russian frontier, and selected 
a number of districts they would 
like to exploit. These commissions 
seemed as much interested in de- 
velopments in Russia as in the oil. 

The Japanese invasion threatens 
the Standard Ol and the Shell, 
Royal Dutch and Anglo-Persian 
combination, whose large refineries 
are only running to half their ca- 
pacity because of the lack of pro- 


manian government because the 
latter has just nationalized the 
subsoil mineral and petroleum 
deposits. 

RELATIONS CORDIAL 

The negotiations over the oil 
fields and also for the deliveries 
of timber have become so cordial

HINDU STATUS 
TO BE DECIDED 


Legality of Citizenship is at 


Issue 


Shive Ram’s Protest Up in 
Court Today 


Lawyer Pandit’s Argument to 
be Heard 

Did Hindus, representing them- 
selves as “free white persons” 
within the meaning of the Federal 
statutes, illegally procure citigzen- 
ship papers granted to them prior 
to the United States Supreme 
Court’s ruling that Hindus are not 


“free white persons” eligible to 
citizenship? 

This question will be at fesue for 
the first time in the United States 
District Court of California today 
when Federal Judge James hears 
arguments on an answer that Shive 

„Los Angeles Hindu, filed to 
action brought by the United States 
Attorney's office to cancel Ram's 
citizenship certificate. 

Similar action to cancel citizen- 
ship papers was taken by U. 8. 
Atty. Burke against ten Hindus in 
the district of Southern California 
following the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court a year ago 
that Hindus are not members of 
the white race. 


DENY ILLEGALITY 

Most of the defendants filed mo- 
tions to dismiss the action on the 
grounds that their citizenship pa- 
pers had not been illegally pro- 
cured. Judge James and Judge 
Bledsoe overruled the motions in 
those cases and held the papers 
had been illegally procured. Ram, 
however, filed an answer setting 
forth he had legally procured his 
papers. It ia on that answer that 


‘the facts of the case will be de- 


cided before Judge James. 

On April 29 Judge McCormick 
will hear arguments on an answer 
that Sakharem Ganesh Pandit, a 


los Angeles lawyer, filed to the 


government's action to cancel his 
citizenship papers. Pandit has set 
up a defense that goes into lenghty 
detail as to the rights obtained by 
him with the acquisition ot the 
privileges of citizenship. He takes 
the stand not only that his papers 
were legally procured but that he 
has a vested citizenship right that 
— court cannot take away from 
m. ; 


MARRIED IN AMERICA 

Pandit shows that he was nat- 
uralized in May, 1914. In support 
of his claim to continued citizer- 
ship he sets forth that as a result 
of obtaining his certificate he be- 
came a lawyer and hotary public, 
bought a home, married a white 
American woman, gave up a status 
of high social standing in Indla, 
and relinquished rights of 400 
acres of ancestral land in his na- 
tive land. 

In defense of his claim that the 
government cannot deprive him of 
his rights as a citizen, Pandit avers 
that cancellation of his citizenship 
certificate will rob him of his prac- 
tice as a lawyer and of his prop- 
erty right. He says that in addi- 
tion to losing his home, his wife 
also will lose her right to 320 
acres of desert land on which she 
has filed in the Imperial Valley and 
on which she has expended sev- 
eral hundred dollars in develop- 
ment. To be deprived of citizen- 
ship, Pandit says, would leave him 
an outcast in his native land. Such 
action would make him “a man 
without a country,” he adds.

CRISIS IN AFFAIRS 
OF WORLD SUBJECT 


A. W. Sibley, speaker for the 
International Bible Students’ As- 
| sociation, gave an address on the 
World Crisis,” yesterday at Trin- 
ity Apiditorium. He said in part: 
“We need not take time today 
prove to you that there lo a 
crisis in the world affairs and that 
it is now true, more than ever 
before in the warid’s hid or. 
That men’s hearte are failing 
them for fear, looking to the 
things that are coming on the 
earth. The great men of today 
are dazed. They thought the 
treaties at Versailles, Genoa. 
Washington, and Lausanne would 
solve the problems. The news- 
papers tell us that the prepara- 
tions for war in Europe are 
greater than ever before. If the 
last was called the ‘World War,’ 
what will the next be called? The 
Scriptures say it will be ‘Arma- 


geddon,’ a time of trouble such 
as never was since there was a 
nation. Our Lord quoting. this 


passage from Daniel says, ‘No, nor 
ever shall be again.” Why? Be- 
cause He is to take His great 


power and reign—all nations will 
be humbled, brought down to the 
Valley of Jehosophat——humiliation 
and death. He will speak peace— 
wars will be no more—ewords will 
be beaten into plowshares-——epears 
into pruning hooks. Nations shall 
be blessed. Satan shall be bound.” 


SACRIFICE IS THEME 
OF RABBI WINKLER 


Dr. Maier Winkler, rabbi of Con- 
gregation Sinal, preached last Fri- 
day on “Modern and Ancient Sac- 


rifices."" He said in part: 

“The ancient form of sacrifice as 
taught in the Mosaic code was the 
offering up of animals on the altar 
of the Lord. The primitive man 
knew no other form of expressing 
his dependence as well as his 
gratitude to the Deity. In the age 
of idolatry, when every house was 
the shrine of idol worship. the 
great Hebrew lawgiver, Moses, saw 
the futility of eliminating this 
erude form of devotion and con- 
ceded by establishing sacrifices of 
animals and concentrating it upon 
one appinted place in the taberna- 
cle. The connotation of the Hebrew 
word meaning sacrifice is ‘Korbon,’ 
derived from the word ‘Korovy,’ 
nearness, The text literally ex- 
pounded means: If a man brings 
an offering to the Lord, when he 
wishes to draw near to the Lord, 
he must bring a sacrifice with 
all hie soul. He must sacrifice 
hie selfishness and his evil in- 
clination instead of dumb crea- 
tures; he must sacrifice the anima! 
within himself in order to ap- 
proach the high ideal of his faith. 
Today, religious devotion has 
found a more delicate way of offer- 
ing sacrifices. Men bring sacrifices 
by prayer, by charity and hy work- 
‘ing for human welfare. If we can- 
not accept the biblical teaching 
concerning sacrifice of animals we 
should, in the spirit that it was 
given by our great lawgiver, Moses, 
approach the Lord through the 
high ideal of humanity.”

DUTCH CHURCH 
‘FORMED HERE 


Hope Reformed is First of 
Its Kind in State 
Services Are Well. Attended 
Despite Rain 


Pastor Preaches in Two 
Languages

California's very first Dutch Re- 
formed Church has now been es- 
tablished in Los Angeles at 131 
West Fifteenth street, nearly 400 
years after its first pastor in this 
country was established in New 
Amsterdam. That was in 1628. 
about the time Heinrick Hudson 
discovered the Hudson River and 
soon after the advent of the Pil- 
grim Fathers. It was the first 
Protestant church to be established 
in this country—the church of the 
old Knickerbocker families—and 
ites headquarters are still in New 
York, 

The local church is called the 
Hope Reformed Church, and it was 
formed last October. And  al- 
though a hearty and decisive storm 
was in progress yesterday morning 
and the streets were jovously 
flooded, more than 150 persons at- 
tended its service, many of them 
driving in from outside towns. It 
usually boasts an attendance of 
from 200 to 300. A brief service 
ia conducted in Holland Dutch 
prior to the regular morning serv- 
Ice, and for this there are also 
three teachers of English for those 
whose vocabulary ia limited to the 
old language—Mr. M. Kemp, Mize 
Margaret Flipse, daughter of the 
pastor, and Miss Bessie Brium, the 
latter also officiating at the piano. 


TOURISTS ATTEND 

Wet umbrellas, rubbers, mack- 
intoshes were to be seen every- 
where, and two stoves burned 
brightly, about which we all clust- 
ered to visit prior to the service. 
It was all very friendly and in- 
formal and one discovered that 
many of the congregation were 
tourists stopping at downtown ho- 
tels and peeullarly grateful to dis- 
cover this gathering of their clans.

The form of worship is very 
similar to that of the Presbyteri- 
ans. The service opened with a 
hymn heartily sung by all pres- 
ent, so that the absence of a choir 
was not noticed. The pastor then 
offered mm extemporaneous prayer 
that the congregation might be 
worthy the spiritual solace and the 
Divine mercy voucheafed them by 
the Father. 

A reading from the 01d Testa- 
ment followed, in this instance the 
Ten Commandments as set forth in 
Deuteronomy, and from the New 
Testament, the eleventh chapter 
of St. Matthew, from which the 
pastor later took the text for his 
sermon—Jesus’ testimony to the 
greatness of John the Baptist. 

Another hymn and the pastor's 
announcements followed. Next 
Sunday, he sald, there would be 
a celebration of the Lord's Sup- 
per, to which he trusted all would 
come, since that was one of 
Christ's ordinances, quite as im- 
perative as our city boulevard 
“stop” ordinance, which, when we 
saw the white line of ribbon across 
the path, we were careful to re- 

t. And on Wednesday evening 
there will be a confessional service, 
when those desiring to conf 
their sine and receive spiritual 
help will gather. Thursday evening 
is devoted to the social affairs of 
the young people—and the church 
abounded in young people; fine, 
atalwart - looking Americanized 
Hans Brinkers.

The pastor explained that this 
“kingdom of Heaven! was estab- 
lished on earth when Christ came 
to the world, and that while the 
saints of the Old Testament would 
be saved, yet John's greatness was 
greater because of his nearness to 
Jesus and His Assumption of man- 
hood, and our position in the 
Heavenly Kingdom could be great- 
er even than that of John because 
of our greater spiritual nearness 
to Jesus Christ, the ing. 

Pr. Flipse showed that John’s 
greatness emanated from his su- 
preme unselfishness, his renuncia- 
tion of all worldly possessions, his 
indifference to food and clothes— 
which we today find so difficult be- 
cause of the world's emphasis of 
greatness in relation to worldly 
possessions. Yet John was the 
greatest of all the old prophéts 
and received that personal testi- 
mony of Jesus Christ on his be- 
half. And those Christians who 
could today make these renuncia- 
tions, were richer in spiritual 
wealth than the riches of gold and 
earthly possessions. coul make 
them. Thus he urged that 
should come to the Lord’s Supper 
next Sunday, and, if they came in 
the right spirit, they could come 
as conquerors, as heroes, as the 
heirs of the Kingdom of Heaven. 
He begged them to allow them- 
selves no excuses, but to obey fully 
and wholeheartedly Christ's ordi- 
nance, “Do this in remembrance 
of Me.” Otherwise they would be 
deliberately impoverishing their 
spiritual lives. 

The service concluded with a 
thanksgiving prayer, the benedic- 
tion and the doxology—and a pecu- 
liarly refreshed and happy people 
sallled forth into the dripping 
golden rain without.
